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Debate Sets O ff Shock W aves 


SAN FRANCISCO (AP) — President 
Ford and Jimmy Carter have set off 
shock waves among politicians and 
diplomats with their second campaign 
debate. Among voters, the audience 
that really counts, an Associated Press 
poll today gave Carter a narrow edge. 
Ford’s pronouncements on Eastern 
Europe and the Arab boycott, and a 
hard line by Democrat Carter on the 
Panama Canal Zone, stirred instant 
controversy. At the same time, the 
debate thrust foreign and defense 


policy 
to 
the 
forefront 
in 
the 
presidential campaign. 
The 90-minute debate was livelier 
than the first encounter between the 
Republican 
President 
and 
his 
challenger. 
Both 
were 
more 
aggressive this time. Each attacked 
his opponent more freely, dropping 
much of the restraint and studied 
politeness that had marked their first 
confrontation. 
The AP telephone survey of 1,071 
registered voters was conducted 


immediately after the debate Wed­ 
nesday night. It showed 38.2 per cent 
thought Carter had won, 34.6 per cent 
rated Ford the victor, and the rest 
called it a tie or said they didn’t know 
who won. 
The theoretical margin of error for a 
sample of this size is about 2.9 per cent 
in either direction if the results are 
projected to reflect the reaction of the 
entire debate audience. 
So neither man was a clearcut 
winner. By similar margins, Ford 


gained the advantage in an identical 
survey after the first debate, two 
weeks ago. 
The AP poll was conducted by 
Chilton Research Services of Radnor, 
Pa. 
Highlighted by sharp differences on 
details but broad agreement on the 
objectives of foreign and defense 
policy, the debate no sooner had ended 
than both candidates said they thought 
they had done well. 
“I think I won and I’m sure he feels 
the same way,” Carter said as he left 
the ornate Palace of Fine Arts, site of 
the nationally televised debate. Carter 
said he had rated the first debate a tie 
“but I feel better about this one.” 
"I think we did all right,” said Ford. 
Both men had the same reaction 
after their first encounter two weeks 
ago in Philadelphia. 
The third and final debate between 
the two presidential candidates is 
scheduled for Oct. 22, in Williamsurg, 
Va. On Oct. 15, their vice presidential 
running mates, Sens. Walter F. Mon- 
dale, D-Minn., and Bob Dole, R-Kans., 
will debate, most likely in Houston. 
The 
Associated 
Press poll that 
followed the first debate concluded 
that Ford picked up some support. The 
first debate covered domestic and 
economic policy. 
In their second encounter, neither 
candidate seemed as nervous at the 


outset. Each hit hard at the other’s 
recommendations of ways to maintain 
American strength throughout 
the 
world while pursuing a foreign policy 
with moral as well as practical ob­ 
jectives. 
“I treated Mr. Ford more as an 
equal,” Carter said. “ I think in the 
first debate, I deferred too much to 
him because he was President.” 
Ford, however, was able to use his 
incumbency to make two surprise 
announcements 
of 
international 
significance: He said the United States 
has received signals from the Soviet 
Union of its readiness to narrow dif­ 
ferences and shape “a realistic and 
sound 
comprom ise” 
for 
a 
new 
agreement to limit strategic nuclear 
weapons; and he said the adminis­ 
tration will disclose the names of 
American firms that have participated 
in the Arab boycott against Israel. 
But the President also may have 
created a 
campaign 
issue 
in 
an 
unexpected area when he said, “There 
is no Soviet domination of Eastern 
Europe and there never will be under a 
Ford administration.” 
Ford was asked by panelist Max 
Frankel of the New York Times if he 
meant to say that the Russians were 
not using Eastern Europe as “their 
own sphere of influence” and were not 
making certain “ with their troops that 
ifs a Communist zone.” 


The President replied: 
“I 
don’t 
believe, 
Mr. 
Frankel, 
that 
the 
Yugoslavians consider themselves 
dominated by the Soviet Union. I don’t 
believe the Romanians consider them­ 
selves dominated by the Soviet Union. 
I don’t believe that the Poles consider 
themselves dominated by the Soviet 
Union. Each of these countries is inde­ 
pendent, autonomous.” 
After 
the 
debate, 
Brent 
D. 
Scowcroft, White House national 
security adviser, was asked by 
reporters if the Soviets had troops 
stationed in Poland. 
“Yes,” he replied. 
Asked how many, Scowcroft said he 
didn’t recall and then said it might be 
four divisions. Then Scowcroft added, 
“I think what the President wanted to 
say is that we don’t recognize Soviet 
domination of Eastern Europe.” 
Dr. Lev E. Dobrianski, chairman of 
the National Captive Nations Com­ 
mittee, said, “I was shocked to hear 
President Ford state and even try to 
defend his preposterous statement that 
‘there is no Soviet domination over 
Eastern Europe.’” 
Sen. Edmund S. Muskie, D-Maine, 
who 
is 
of 
Polish 
descent, 
also 
responded quickly, saying he was 
“disappointed that President Ford 
chose to dismiss the human rights of 
millions of people in Eastern Europe.”

slugging, too, in a San Francisco 
rematch that was far more heated and 
contentious than the leadoff debate. 
They meet once more, on Oct. 22, in a 
debate that is not limited as to subject.

In San Francisco on Wednesday night, 
the agenda was foreign policy and 
defense.

Instead, the 
leadoff debate two weeks ago was on 
domestic affairs and the economy — 
supposedly heavy issues for Carter. 
Ironically, Ford came out of the 
Philadelphia debate with 
added 
strength and Carter made a debater’s 
comeback in San Francisco. 
An Associated Press survey showed 
Carter 
gained a narrow edge 
in 
Wednesday night’s debate in the eyes 
of the voters. A similar poll had rated 
Ford slightly ahead in the first debate. 
In San Fran cisco, while Ford 
boasted of peace, performance and 
experience in foreign and security 
affairs, he was cast as the candidate 
with a record to defend. He did so. 
He also used the powers of his office 
to disclose a hint of possible opening 
toward progress in the stalemated 
negotiations with Moscow for a new 
strategic arms limitation agreement, 
and to 
announce that 
the 
ad­ 
ministration will publish today a list of 
U.S. firms that have participated in 
the Arab boycott aimed againk Israel. 
While incumbency worked to Ford’s 
advantage on those points, Carter 
made maximum use of his role as 
challenger. 
For him, there were no inhibitions 
bom of the need to defend current 
policies. Almost every answer carried 
a built-in challenge, another slap at 
administration policies he called 
horrible, immoral, overly secretive 
and unsuccessful.

Kissinger “has been the president of 
this country” in foreign affairs. 
In fact, the language with which he 
keynoted

“ ... Almost all style and spectacle 
and not substance.” 
Once 
again, 
the ' candidates 
generally restated positions already 
taken, although this time there were 
nuggets of new information, as on the 
SALT talks, the boycott list, and Car­ 
ter’s insistence on continuing U.S. 
contol of the Panama Canal Zone for 
the foreseeable future. 
There also 
were misstatements, 
notably Ford’s claim that there is no 
Soviet domination in Eastern Europe. 
Not even his own national security 
adviser could second that. 
During the debate, Ford defended 
that statement, saying he did not think 
Yugoslavia, Romania or 
Poland 
considered themselves dominated by 
Russia. He said they are independent 
and autonomous. 
Carter said Ford would have a hard

Social Security 
Bite To Increase 
For M any W orkers

WASHINGTON (AP) - Nineteen 
million Americans will have to pay up 
to $70.20 more in Social Security taxes 
next year because the Social Security 
system is raising the maximum 
earnings subject to the tax from 
$15,300 to $16,500 
That will raise a person’s maximum 
Social Security tax from $895.95 this 
year to $965.25 next year. An estimated 
19 million workers will earn more than 
$15,300 next year and of that group, 16 
million will earn $16,500 or more. 
The maximum Social Security tax on 
the self-employed will rise to $1,303.50 
next year, compared with the 
maximum $1,208.70 this year. 
The higher rates go into effect Jan. I. 
The government has good news for 
retirees. About 1.3 million Social 
Security retirees will be able to earn 
$3,000 next year without reducing the 
size of their Social Security checks. 
The limit this year is $2,760. 
After earning $3,000, they then will 
lose $1 in Social Security benefits for 
every $2 in outside income. Their 
Social Security checks will not be re­ 
duced in any month in which outside 
earnings do not exceed $250, however. 
The increase in the taxable wage 
base will produce an additional $2.3 
billion for Social Security next year. 
Social 
Security 
Commissioner 
James B. Cardwell said the increase 
was required by law to keep pace with 
the rise in average wages. The in­ 
crease in tax revenue can occur only 
after a year in which there was an 
aromatic increase in Social Security 
benefits. Benefits rose 6.4 per cent 
earlier this year. 
The Social Security tax rate of 5.85 
per cent each on employes and em­ 
ployers will not change next year. That 
means a person earning less than $15,- 
300 this year and next year will not be 
affected by the higher wage base. 
“In return for the increase in taxes,” 
Cardwell said,

NEW YORK (AP) - For mothers- 
to-be, a kind of “search out and save” 
program is spreading throughout the 
country. 
It seeks to find women facing high 
risk of complications at birth, and send 
them to the best-equipped and best- 
trained centers for delivery and then 
postnatal care of mother and baby. 
Ninety per cent of births are quite 
norm al, 
uncomplicated 
events, 
specialists emphasize. But sudden 
emergencies can occur. Some women 
are at high risk because of diabetes, 
toxemia of pregnancy, or other con­ 
ditions. Some didn’t have good 
prenatal care, had poor diets, or were 
addicted to 
drugs 
or 
alcohol. 
Premature births can mean a fight to 
save the baby’s life. 
Saving such women from heartbreak 
or even death for their babies or 
themselves is the objective of regional 
development of obstetric care. It 
draws more meaning from the fact 
that 16 other countries have a lower 
infant death rate than the United 
States. 
The concept calls for coordinating 
three “levels” of hospitals or centers 
within a region, or state. Each level 
would provide high quality care, but 
‘the degree of complexity of patient 
needs determines where, and by 
whom, the care should be provided,” 
says a report urging wider adoption of 
regional plans. A few states are 
already practicing it — Wisconsin, 
Mississippi, Arizona, Colorado and 
North Carolina. 
Iievel One hospitals would provide 
service primarily for uncomplicated 
births, and be alert for earliest 
detection of high-risk cases. It also 
would provide competent emergency 
care. 


I>evel Two units would be located in 
larger urban and suburban hospitals 
where the majority of deliveries occur. 
They would provide a full range of 
services for uncomplicated births and 
the majority of complicated ones. 
I^evel Three units would receive the 
most complicated cases, and operate 
highly expensive intensive care units 
for mothers and infants. 
A 
new 
report 
recommending 
widescale regional development, 
published by the National Foundation 
— March of Dimes, has come from a 
three-year study by a Committee on 
Perinatal Health. This committee was 
composed of representatives of the 
American 
Academy 
of 
Family 
Physicians, American Academy of 
Pediatrics, American College of 
Obstetricians and Gynecologists, and 
the American Medical Association. 
Many studies indicate that death and 
sickness rates of mothers and babies 
can be reduced if high-risk women are 
found early, and the best techniques of 
care then are supplied, the report says. 
A key to effective regionalization is 
moving high-risk women or their 
babies to hospitals able to provide the 
care they need, says Dr. Perry Hen­ 
derson, acting director of the perinatal 
program in the south-central region of 
Wisconsin. That state has had a 
regional program, with the state 
divided into six regions, for five years. 


An aphorism among obstetricians is 
that “the uterus is the best tran­ 
sportation incubator,” Henderson 
says, and the ideal is to diagnose high- 
risk women early enough to take them 
to specialized centers. If premature 
labor threatens, a hospital is needed 
that has an intensive care unit for 
premature infants. 
In Wisconsin, most women can be 
taken by ambulance to a center within 
an hour or two, Henderson says. 
Madison, home of the University of 
Wisconsin where Henderson is pro­ 
fessor of obstetrics and gynecology, 
has a specialized center, and 50 to 75 
per cent of women treated there come 
from outside the city. 
Henderson sees regional care as a 
coming practice, but one for which 
some doctors, in long practice in their 
own communities, may still need some 
convincing as to its value. 
In another effect toward making 
childbirth safer and happier, the 
Robert Wood Johnson Foundation is 
giving fiveyear grants to eight medical 
centers for demonstration projects to 
assist in regionalizing perinatal care, 
meaning the periods shortly before 
and after birth. 


Columbia University’s College of 
Physicians and Surgeons has one of the 
eight, called the Western and Upper 
Manhattan Perinatal Network. It 
includes Central Harlem where the 
infant 
death 
rate has been 
ap­ 
proximately two times that of the city 
and nation, says Alan M. Sear, director 
of the program’s administrative con­ 
trol section. 
Black 
women 
become 
dis­ 
proportionately a high risk because of 
social, 
nutritional 
and medical 
problems, Sear says. 
Part of the program is an outreach 
and follow-up effort to try to bring all 
high-risk mothers and infants into 
adequate health services, for in­ 
tensified care before and following 
birth. It tries to encourage all pregnant 
women to seek care within 90 days of 
becoming pregnant, then assure them 
continuing medical supervision. 
Regional program s may help 
remedy the unhappy fact that the 
United States ranks 17th in infant 
death rate, as reported by the United 
Nations. Sweden had the lowest rate — 
of 9.6 deaths per 1,000 live births in 
1974. In the United States it is 16.7 per 
1,000 now.

Solar Energy Focus

Beginning with the Arab oil 
embargo and continuing to the 
present, a number of people — 
energy expert and layman 
alike — have been talking up 
solar energy as the ultimate 
answer. 
Much 
of 
their 
enthusiasm 
gives 
the 
impression solar energy is a 
new science only 
recently 
given serious consideration. 
Egyptians harnessed the sun 
to a limited extent nearly 3,ooo 
years ago and the Greeks 
followed their example a few 
centuries 
later. 
The 
great 
abundance of natural energy 


sources and 
fuels on this 
planet precluded the further 
evolution of solar energy until 
now. 
Whether the development of 
solar energy into inexpensive, 
efficient 
and 
useful 
components will be a lengthy 
process or one which will 
develop rapidly is a matter of 
speculation, but some inkling 
of its development could come 
within the next year. 
Five years ago Congress 
approved less than $2 million 
for solar research. For fiscal 
1977. more than $290 million 


has been approved. Part of 
those funds will go into the 
creation of a Solar Energy 
Research Institute, scheduled 
to get underway later this year 
under the auspicies of the 
Energy 
Research 
and 
Development Administration. 
Establishing a new agency 
does not in itself guarantee 
success, but it does signal a 
new purpose and will provide 
an important sounding board 
for ideas. There will be many 
of those in the years ahead; 
that much is certain.

NEW YORK (AP) - The threat of 
socialized medicine appears to be 
forcing the health care industry into 
efficiencies that might eventually slow 
the rise in patients’ medical bills. 
The threat, which has been a sword 
over the industry’s head, may be one of 
the main reasons why during the past 
five years the length of inpatient stay 
at hospitals has been cut by almost a 
full day, from 8.4 to 7.5 days. 
While that reduces the average stay 
to about where it was in 1962 — the 
figure rose sharply when Medicare 
was introduced in 1966 — it represents 
a genuine decline from the 9.1 day 
figure of 1946. 
Alexander McMahon, president of 
the American Hospital Association, 
now foresees the possibility that the 
figure might be reduced even more, 
cutting billions of dollars from the na­ 
tion's health care bill. 
The 
pressure 
from 
possible 
government action in the health care 
field has, among other things, forced 
hospitals to screen patients before 
admitting, to develop one-day surgery 
stays, to utilize home care, to reduce 
convalescent periods. 
What it views as a threat also has led 
to more cooperation between health 
insurers and hospitals, and may even 
lead to a universal claim form accept­ 
able to most insurers and hospitals. 
A test of the new form in California 
indicated that state alone would save 
$8 million a year, said McMahon, 
leading him to suggest a national 
saving of about $80 million. 
Such a development also would 
reduce a level of confusion that is 
probably unmatched in American 
industry, involving patient, doctor, 
hospital, insurer and regulator in an 
incoherent babble and shuffling of 
papers. 
McMahon concedes that some of the 
efficiencies being introduced result 
from adverse public opinion and 
possible government action. In that 
sense, he said, ‘‘competition is good.” 
At the same time, 
McMahon 


maintains that a good deal of the 
change is internally motivated by 
staffs who recognize that the role of the 
hospital is changing and that they 
must respond to newer demands. 
Years ago, he points out, “All a 
doctor could do was sit and hold the 
patient’s hand and wait for mother 
nature’s healing process. And in the 
earliest days, a patient went to the hos­ 
pital to die rather than get well.” 
By contrast, today’s hospital, with 
its expensive technology and high 
operating costs, is seen as a facility 
that must be used intensively, not as a 
rest home or even as a recuperative 
facility. 
McMahon maintains that hospitals 
today are better audited medically and 
financially, that doctors often fail to 
get their patients admitted if the work 
can be done elsewhere, that insurers 
are refusing to pay for unnecessary 
care, and that follow-up checks by 
accreditation agencies and others keep 
hospital personnel on their toes. 
McMahon, of course, is fighting a 
battle to keep the health care industry 
beyond the long arm of government 
control, and so can be expected to 
emphasize the positive response to 
complaints. 
From this position he insists the 
battle is being won. “We’re respond­ 
ing,” 
he 
said. 
“It 
suggests 
to 
Congress and others that lots ot 
positive activity is going on to control 
costs and that we may bring it off with­ 
out additional regulation.” 
He feels also that people today are 
less likely to rely on regulation, having 
learned that it sometimes doesn’t solve 
the problem, and may in itself be a 
factor in rising costs. 
But, he was asked, what happens if 
the pressure relaxes? McMahon in­ 
sists that efficiencies would continue. 
“Overutilization of hospitals and 
other health care facilities tend to be 
one of the major causes of higher 
costs,” he said, and that means cuts 
must be made everywhere, from front 
office to operating room. 
They'll Do It Every Time 


So we rejected the pants, Jon 
agreeing that non-organic stains were 
too expensive, and began looking for a 
new shirt to make the old jeans appear 
more fastidious.

The salesgirl sympathized and 
blamed it on the buyer. The only thing 
he’d ordered for fall, in knit shirts with 
collars, were the alligators. “I don’t 
blame you for being tired of them,” 
she said; then added friendishly, “but 
if you really want to look different, 
why don’t you switch from jeans to 
corduroy slacks? 
Or maybe a 
gabardine?” 
Jon dismissed the entire concept. 
“Alligators are symbols,” he said. 
“Jeans are pants.” 
And kids — regardless of genes, and 
regardful of jeans — are illogical. 
Kids also are more in danger of 
being robbed than the average citizen. 
A survey of American Express (AE) 
showed that teenagers were being 
robbed at a rate twoand-one-half 
times the average of the rest of the 
population. 
AE warned, at the time of the survey 
in the early 1970s, that young people 
stop being so “money-blind” and start, 
literally, watching it. 
It is all very idealistic to regard 
money as a symbol of materialism, 
decay and false values. A fact for 
youths to remember, however, is that 
if they allow themselves to be robbed, 
they 
are 
contributing 
to 
the 
m aterialistic, decayed and false­ 
valued instincts of thieves - people who 
might be good citizens, fighting for 
ecology and justice, if they were not 
inspired to 
crim e 
by 
youthful 
carelessness. 
The most shocking news to come out 
of the survey was a revelation that the 
money-unconscious Americans be­ 
tween the ages of 18 and 20 comprise 
the largest proportion of citim s 
relative to population- and the fastest 
growing as well. 
“Stated in another way,” said 
American Express, “in the youth 
segment of the U.S. population, one in 
six persons a year is a victim - whereas 
the national average for all ages is one 
in 16.” 
The hypothesis is that in recent 
times, permissiveness among parents 
may have strengthened a tendency to 
“ignore the value of money,” and in 
some cases even to find it unin­ 
teresting. AE suggested that money 
behavior patterns acquire while 
young tend to continue into adulthood, 
when the average person will flounder 
into serious trouble without financial 
stability. 
“Children must be taught the value 
of money,” said AE. 
Either they learn that, or they’ll 
never know where their next pair of $55 
Pierre Cardin blue jeans are coming 
from.

I have been plagued with attacks of 
prostate infection. While I have a great 
deal of faith in my urologist I’ve 
become frustrated when he continues 
to tell me that the only way to clear up 
this condition is by massage of the 
prostate, which he has been doing, and 
medication. I live in a small town and I 
can’t get him or any other surgeon to 
operate on me. 
Mr. N.C.G.,Ga. 
Dear Mr. G.: 
The thing that interests me most 
about your letter is the fact that you 
have been urging your doctor to 
operate on you although it is against 
his advice. Can you conceive of any 
reason why a surgeon would choose not 
to operate on you if there were a solid 
reason for doing so? 
This is an astonishing pattern of 
thought, considering the fact that 
“unnecessary surgery” has become a 
major topic of debate. 
Your doctor’s judgment is a 
testimonial to his integrity. You should 
respect it, despite the fact your 
prostatic infection has not yet yielded 
to his treatment. 
Be patient. Give your doctor an 


opportunity to prove that his judgment 
is correct. 


I keep insisting that even though my 
husband does not have a heart con­ 
dition his cigarette cough can even­ 
tually affect his heart. Isn’t this true? 
Mrs. M.H., Ohio 
Dear Mrs. H.: 
A long-standing chronic cough does 
indeed put an added burden on the 
heart. Cigarette smoke acts as an 
irritant. The lining of the bronchial 
tubes and the lungs becomes inflamed 
and the cough is an explosive effort to 
get rid of this irritation. 
When there are secondary chronic 
changes in the lungs, especially with 
emphysema, an extra burden is put on 
the heart muscle. 
Far too many people who are 
chronic smokers make their own 
diagnosis of having a 
“cigarette 
cough” and neglect the possibility that 
there may be other reasons for their 
cough. Any cough that lasts more than 
a reasonable length of time should 
have its origin established so that 
other possible conditions may be 
identified*.

Chess Champion 
Blasts Fischer 


MOSCOW (AP) — Anatoly Karpov, 
25, the Soviet Union’s world chess 
champion, says a possible match with 
ex-champ Bobby Fischer will come off 
only if Fischer eases his demands for 
rule changes in international play. 
Karpov met with Fischer recently and 
says he looks forward to a match with 
the temperamental American. 
Karpov said in an interview that 
Fischer is holding to the demand that 
cost him his world title in 1975: that the 
36-game limit be removed from cham­ 
pionship play and that games continue 
until one player has IO victories. 
The American grandmaster said last 
month he and Karpov had agreed to a 
nontitle 
match. 
The 
Philippine 
government offered a $5 million purse 
for the games, but Karpov said he dis­ 
cussed no such sum with Fischer.

Executions 
Closer 


WASHINGTON (AP) — Criminal 
executions, absent from the United 
States since 1967, are now one legal 
step closer to returning. But some of 
those who fought to restore the death 
penalty say the nation’s gas chambers 
and electric chairs may remain idle 
for years. 
The Supreme Court, in refusing 
Monday to reconsider its decision of 
last July upholding the death penalty 
laws of Florida, Texas and Georgia, 
removed a federal delay of executions 
in those states. 
The death penalty laws of other 
states also are expected to meet the 
high court’s requirements, 
but 
prosecutors discounted any possibility 
of mass executions of death-row 
prisoners in the near future. 


In the meantime, the court agreed 
Monday to hear arguments in a dif­ 
ferent case that raises the question of 
whether the death penalty is con­ 
stitutional for the crime of rape, as 
opposed to crimes where another 
person’s life is taken. 
After the court denied rehearings in 
the cases from Florida, Texas and 
Georgia, Texas Atty. Gen. John Hill 
predicted there will be no mass 
executions in his state and said appeal 
procedures could delay the first exe­ 
cution for two years.

Program, said here Tuesday that high- 
risk children already were receiving 
the vaccine at 16 test centers through­ 
out the nation.

hearing at the National Institute of 
Health conference in Bethesda, Md., 
Oct. 22. 
When the immunization program 
began Friday morning, only those over 
age 18 were eligible for the free 
^inoculations. 
Meriweather said children were 
excluded from the program not 
because they are safe from the disease 
but because tests showed "an unac­ 
ceptable incidence of side effects in 
youngsters. 
"We have identified everyone as 
being susceptible to the swine flu 
virus.” 
He declined to give the rate of side 
effects in children, but he said it was 
higher than the estimated 1.9 per cent 
of adults who experienced a fever of up 
to 102 degrees for 24 hours after 
receiving the vaccine. 
The government reversed its 
position because of a recommendation 
by the American Academy of 
Pediatrics, Meriweather said, and 
vaccination of high risk children began 
immediately. 
"Should they become sick with the 
flu, they most often end up in the 
hospital,” he said. 
Based on their experience with high 
risk children, government officials 
should be able by the Oct. 22 meeting to 
recommended the proper dosage to 
minimize side effects in normal 
youngsters, he said. The proper dosage 
probably will be two injections — a 
regular shot followed by a booster. 
Meriweather was in Indianapolis to 
address a national meeting of the 
American Legion, which has volun­ 
teered its meeting halls around the 
country for use as swine flue vac­ 
cination centers.

with organizations about the policy 
making processes and the issues that 
are brought before the United Nations 
Assembly. 


Mrs. Patton emphasized that the 
United Nations is not a world court, but 
can only provide assistance to coun­ 
tries that ask for help, she refuted the 
inaccurate claim by critics of UNICEF 
who have said that money collected 
here has been sent to communistic 
countries. She said that no UNICEF 
money leaves our country; only 
materials purchased here, such as 
food, clothing, medicine, books, and 
such are sent to relieve suffering and 
to maintain survival when govern­ 
ments request aid. Most workers are 
unpaid volunteers, and all interested 
persons are invited to join these ef­ 
forts. She urged church women and 
community leaders to participate 
more actively in alleviating these 
same persistent problems in critical 
poverty areas which are prevalent in 
almost every large and in many rural 
communities of the United States. 
In some nations women are still 
regarded as chattels without legal 
rights or a voice in family and civic 
matters. Their domestic work requires 
long tedious hours of labor due to 
primitive methods of food preparation 
and of securing or transporting water. 
She quoted statistics which reveal the 
differences 
in 
educational 
op­ 
portunities open to educable girls and 
boys. In countries where percentages 
of illiteracy are much higher for 
women than for men, little if any 
education has been available to girls. 
Women in the United States and 
other established countries were 
speaking at the conference for an 
action program of equal rights 
amendment, continuing education for 
women, advanced degrees for careers, 
equal 
opportunities 
in 
m ajor 
professions, business administration 
and 
government. 
Women 
from 
developing and emerging countries 
were speaking for the basic human 
needs of beginning education, learning 
to read, attention to health, means of 
securing food and shelter. The im­ 
portant goal for such conferences is to 
bring global awareness into the lives of 
more people everywhere. The ability 
to communciate about human needs 
becomes more critical each year as an 
increasing num ber of developing 
countries become voting members of 
the United Nations. 
Mrs. Patton displayed artifacts from 
southern Mexico where women make 
marketable art products for family 
income. As in many other areas, large 
industries are now copying the native 
original art work to produce quantities 
of machine made replicas without 
paying any royalty or rights for the 
designs. This practice is taking away 
the only source of livelihood for many 
natives. Mrs. Patton’s slides of the 
conference 
showed the variety of 
women’s native costumes from the 
many participating countries as well 
as some leaders of church and 
women’s organiztions that were 
represented. She recommended the 
topic International Women’s Decade 
rather than Year because the program 
of action to improve women’s roles and 
rights will require ten years before 
substantive progress will be achieved. 
At the close of the program, refresh­ 
ments made from recipes of different 
countries were served by Mrs. James 
Sampson and Mrs. Ned Harden from a 
beautifully appointed table with an 
artistic autumnal centerpiece.

WASHINGTON (AP) - Republicans 
are complaining about the timing and 
content of a congressional report that 
criticizes the handling of the May­ 
aguez incident. 
The General Accounting Office, in a 
report issued Tuesday, said Marines 
were ordered to invade a Cambodian 
island and rescue crewmen from the 
captured cargo ship, despite reports 
that the crewmen were no longer on 
the island. 
The report also said intelligence 
information incorrectly indicated the 
island would be defended by about 20 
Cambodian soldiers, but the Marines 
landing on the island were met by fire 
from about 150 heavily armed men. 
Eighteen Marines were killed or 
listed as missing as a result of the 
assault on May 15, 1975, and 23 Air 
Force men were killed in a helicopter 
crash two days earlier. 
The report, released by the House 
international political and military 
affairs subcommittee, said the 
Cambodians began releasing the 
crewmen from another location while 
the attack on the island was starting. 
Shortly after the release of the 
report. 
President Ford’s press 
secretary, Ron Nessen, said Ford 
disagrees with the conclusions. He said 
Ford “carried out the actions in the 
Mayaguez case and believed they were 
right.” 
Link FBI 
In Kidnap 


NEWARK, Ohio (AP) — Defense 
attorneys for James Garside, one of 
the men on trial in the December 
kidnap-slaying of Detroit banker 
James Crawford, have subpoenaed 
Atty. Gen. Edward Levi and FBI Di­ 
rector Clarence Kelley to testify in 
Garside’s defense. 


Garside contends he was acting as a 
paid FBI informer when he ac­ 
companied another man and a woman 
from Detroit to Newark in December. 
Crawford’s body was found in a rural 
area near here Dec. IO. 
Garside’s attorneys subpoenaed 
Levi and Kelley to appear in person 
Oct. 18 and answer questions about 
Garside's role in the case. 


The FBI has said Garside was an 
informant for two years before the 
kidnaping. Two agents who were his 
contacts have since left the service and 
will not say whether Garside was 
providing information in the Crawford 
case. 
Jury selection is continuing in the 
trial with testimony expected to begin 
later in the week. 
Garside, of Columbus, is the second 
person to be tried in the case. William 
Nabozny, 38, of Dearborn, Mich., has 
been convicted and faces a death sen­ 
tence. Sharron Scheurell, 25, also of 
Columbus, is awaiting trial. 


Rep. larry Winn Jr. of Kansas, one 
of two Republican members of the 
House subcommittee that released the 
report, noted that the document was 
released the day before Ford and 
Democratic presidential nominee 
Jimmy Carter were to debate foreign 
policy. 
“I’m sorry that someone saw fit to 
release it now, because I was told it 
wouldn’t be released until after the 
election,” Winn said. 
Winn said the 
report raised 
generally legitimate questions, but he 
said he had been told by a sub­ 
committee staff member it would not 
be released until after the election 
“because it could — they didn’t think 
so, but it could — become a political 
issue.” 
But Rep. Dante Fascell, DFla., 
chairman of the subcommittee, said 
timing of the release “was never a 
question.” He said the report had been 
held up by the National Security 
Council, which is controlled by the 
White House, because of a dispute over 


what portions of the report should be 
seen by the public. - 
Fascell said the NSC had at first 
wanted to keep the entire report 
secret, but the subcommittee had 
refused, leading to negotiations that 
did not end until late September. 
The GAO report concluded: 
—U.S. officials should have relied on 
and checked further U.S. jet pilots' 
accurate reports that all or most of the 
Mayaguez crew appeared to be on a 
fishing boat and not on Koh Tang 
Island, which the Marines raided to 
rescue them. 
—Accurate U.S. intelligence that 
about 150 heavily armed Cambodian 
soldiers were on the island never 
reached planners of the Marine raid, 
who thought the Marines would be 
resisted by about 20 soldiers. 
—The Marine raid and U.S. bombing 
on Cambodia’s mainland "did not 
influence the Cambodian decision to 
release the crew,” although there was 
no way for U.S. officials to know that at 
the time.

WASHINGTON (AP) — The tran­ 
script of the congressional hearing 
didn’t seem dramatic — but it did have 
one key element in common with 
fiction: It never took place. 


Disclosure of the phantom hearings 
prompted the resignation Tuesday of 
Harley M. Dirks, staff head of the 
Senate appropriations subcommittee 
on labor and health, education and 
welfare headed by Sen. Warren 
Magnuson, D-Wash. 


A Magnuson aide said Dirks cited 
personal reasons for quitting, “ but 
obviously it had to do with the so-called 
phony-hearing thing.” 


Columnist Jack Anderson disclosed 
several weeks ago that the printed 
record of a series of subcommittee 
hearings last winter on the proposed 
$56.1-billion budget for the depart­ 
ments of Labor and Health, Education 
and Welfare were faked — that the 
hearings were never held. 
The 4,500 pages of transcript were 
actually based on written statements 
by witnesses and members of the 
subcommittee. 


The text was sprinkled with remarks 
that made it seem hearings were 
actually held. At one point, for 
example, the transcript has Magnuson 
calling a subcommittee session to 
order and saying: “ Our next witness 
will be Dr. Donald Tower of the 
National Institute of Neurological and 
Communicative Disorders and Stroke. 
That’s a mouthful.” 
The transcript even supplies fake 
times. For example, at 11:45 a.m.,

a close, supposedly after a little more 
than an hour and a half, having heard 
about 35,000 words of testimony in that 
short amount of time. 
Dirks, in a letter to subcommittee 
members on June 30, said that changes 
in the way hearing testimony was 
handled allowed printers to prepare a 
full transcript of the budget hearings 
and make it available to members and 
their staffs in near-record time. 
Dirks’ office said Tuesday he was 
“on vacation,” and he could not be 
reached after his resignation was 
disclosed. 
The Magnuson subcommittee has 
jurisdiction over the second largest 
appropriation bill in the federal 
government. The |56.1-billion measure 
for the 12 months that began Oct. I was 
enacted last week over President 
Ford’s veto. Hearings were not legally 
required. 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) — Three 
obsolete provisions in Ohio’s con­ 
stitution, including one which forbids 
duelists from holding public office, 
would be repealed by Issue 2 on Ohio’s 
Nov. 2 general election ballot. 
It is one of the three amendments on 
the ballot proposed by the Ohio Con­ 
stitutional Revision Commission, an 
organization of lawmakers and 
citizens which studies the constitution 
and seeks ways to eliminate obsolete 
or unneeded language, clarify am­ 
biguities and fill gaps. 
The amendment was approved by 
the General Assembly before being 
placed on the ballot. 
Besides the duelist provision, the 
proposed amendment also would 
repeal a section requiring competitive 
bidding on public printing unless the 
state does the printing itself and a 
section allowing a statistical bureau to 
be established in the secretary of 
state’s office. 
The commission says all three 
provisions are unneeded. 
Aside from the fact that dueling is no 
longer common practice, the com­ 
mission says the dueling provision is 
unneeded because it is a subject best 
handled by the General Assembly, 
which is specifically authorized to bar 
felons from office. 
“The legislature has inherent power 
to regulate eligibility to office by 
statute,” the commission said. 
“ Statutory material should be deleted 
from the constitution unless com­ 
pelling reason exists for making an ex­ 
ception to that rule.” 
The state printing section is obsolete 
because the state does its own printing 
and because such administrative 
details are best handled through 
legislation, not constitutional restric­ 
tions, the commission says. 
“ The constitutional provision serves 
no purpose,” the commission argued. 
“ Its original incorporation in the Ohio 
Constitution of 1851 is an example of 
the excess of detail in constitutions of 
the 19th century, reflecting popular 
distrust of state lawmaking bodies be­ 
cause of legislative excesses and 
abuses.” 
The secretary of state’s statistics 
division also amounts to wasted 
wordage, the commission says. 
“Unnecessary detail in the con­ 
stitution often restricts legislative 
innovation,” the commission said. 
“The General Assembly has ample 


power to create a statistical bureau, 
and the affirmation of powers already 
possessed is unwise because it may be 
interpreted as limiting such action to 
the office of secretary of state."

Nixon Pardon 


KANSAS CITY, Mo, (AP) - With 
Jimmy Carter’s apparent approval, 
Sen. Walter F. Mondale has felt free to 
speak his mind on the Democratic 
campaign trail, even if he disagrees 
with his running mate. 


On Tuesday, Mondale raised the 
issue of President Ford’s 1974 pardon 
of Richard M. Nixon and declared that 
Watergate and other governmental 
abuses of power are "not yesterday’s 
issue.” 


Carter has said the Nixon pardon 
should not become an issue in the 1976 
presidential campaign. 


But Mondale aides say the vice 
presidential nomineee discussed his 
disagreement with Carter over this 
point early in the campaign. 
They add that Mondale’s Kansas 
City speech on Watergate was sent to 
Carter headquarters in Atlanta, 
reviewed by the presidential can­ 
didate’s staff, and there was no hint of 
disapproval. 
Mondale has also publicly disagreed 
with Carter on the direction the 
Supreme Court has been moving in law 
enforcement. Mondale firmly sup­ 
ported the rights of criminal defen­ 
dants, while Carter said he agreed 
with the trend of recent court decisions 
reducing restrictions on how police 
gather evidence and make arrests. 
The Minnesota senator also is op­ 
posed to capital punishment, whereas 
Carter believes some crimes should be 
punishable by death.

Mrs. Paul, who recently underwent 
surgery, had sent telegrams to Ford 
and Carter in advance of the debate 
asking them to elaborate on the issue. 
As the debate wore on, Mrs. Paul 
said she began to worry that the MIA 
issue might not come up. It came up at 
the very last 
Ford restated his policy that he 
would never go along with the ad­ 
mission of Vietnam to the United 
Nations if its government did not give 
the United States a bona fide, complete 
accounting of MI As. 
Carter said that one of the most 
embarrassing failures of the Ford 
Adminstration is his refusal to appoint 
a presidential commission to go to 
Vietnam and try to trade for the 
release of information about the miss­ 
ing.

DAYTON, Ohio (AP) — What is it 
like to unexpectedly regain your sight 
after six years of living in darkness? 
‘‘I can’t explain the happiness I 
feel,” said Connie Green. ‘‘I feel it is a 
miracle. I believe in God and I believe 
in miracles.” 
Mrs. Green’s sight returned recently 
just as suddenly as she lost it in 1970 
following a head injury. She said the 
doctors cannot explain it. 
“It was not a psychological blind­ 
ness,” said the 33-year-old Mrs. Green. 
"All the eye doctors say that the same 
damage is there. Only, now I can see.” 
The doctors also warned her that her 
sight might go away again. 
“If I lose it again I will have no 
regrets,” she said. "I have now seen 
my children after six years. I have 
seen my friends, and trees...flowers, 
sunrises, the autumn leaves. 
“At least I have been blessed with 
being able to see all the important 
things I have missed. 
“I will never regret these past six 
years because I feel God wanted me to 
walk that road. I have really grown as 
a person,” Mrs. Green explained. 
During those years of feeling her 
way through the world with the help of 
family, friends and a seeing eye dog, 
Mrs. Green became well known in 
Dayton area community affairs. 
She became an accomplished belly 
dancer, saying it was a “really im­ 
portant form of expression.” 
She provided for her four children, 
now ranging in age from 12 to 16, who 
she said were “shocked and amazed” 
when she regained her sight, and 
stayed involved in church, school and 
social activities. 
It was in church where her sight 
began to return and it will be in church 
tonight where Mrs. Green and a small 
group of friends will meet for a special 
thanksgiving mass. 
“I am so grateful for this miracle,” 
she said. "I want to thank God, along 
with my friends. I owe so much to 
God.”

Raps Job 
Safety Move 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (A P) - Ohio’s 
new job safety program, expected by 
state o fficials to save taxpayers 
millions of dollars, is like making 
cherry pie without the cherries, says a 
state AFL-CIO lobbyist. 


The state Department of Industrial 
Relations and Industrial Commission 
announced earlier this week that job 
safety enforcement would be turned 
over to the federal government, 
limiting the state’s role to education, 
training and employer consulation. 


Despite state supervision, in­ 
spections by the U.S. Occupational 
Safety and Health Administration 
failed to curb a 50 per cent increase in 
industrial accidents from 1972 to 1976, 
state officials said. 


“ They say the OSHA program didn’t 
work; they sure found a lot of 
violations...in this state,” said state 
AFL-CIO lobbyist Charles Borsari. 
“ 1136 State of Ohio is, for all practical 
purposes, abandoning enforcement. 
"The safety enforcement program 
by the state has been killed and ifs 
been left to the federal people,” he 
said. “ The number of safety en­ 
forcement officers has been reduced 
drastically.” 
An effective enforcement program 
requires “ a strong education program, 
a strong consultation program...and 
strong enforcement. Without any of 
those ingredients you cannot have a 
good, 
strong, 
effective 
safety 
program. It’s like taking a recipe to 
make cherry pie and leaving out the 
cherries,” he said.

In major livestock groups, dairy 
cash receipts maintained their third- 
place rank with sales of $371.5 million, 
up 4 per cent from the year before. 
Cattle and calves moved into fourth in 
importance as cash producers with 
sales of $308 million, dropping hogs to 
fifth at $307 million. 
Wheat cash sales rose 12 per cent to 
$236 million for sixth place and poultry 
and eggs held on to seventh place with 
a 6 per cent increase to $116 million. 
Darke County again led the state in 
total cash receipts from farming with 
$94 million, up $6 million from 1974. 
The next four counties—M ercer, 
Wayne, Wood and Putnam— each 
exceeded $68 million in cash sales.

In recent speeches around the state, 
Rhodes has assailed the Democratic 
legislature for doing nothing about the 
state’s employment problem s—a 
charge that incensed Ocasek and 
others who angrily deny it. 
Rhodes could call the legislature into 
session himself, but said he didn’t want 
to do that without some assurances it 
will act. ‘‘I don’t want them to adjourn 
IO minutes after they get there," he 
said. 
Meanwhile, the governor reportedly 
is on the verge of calling a special 
session for another reason—to try to 
force the Senate to act on the recom­ 
mended ouster of Gregory J. Stebbins 
as a member of the industrial com­ 
mission. 
Like the job matter, Stebbins has 
been preferred as a campaign issue by 
Republicans 
who 
claim 
Senate 
Democrats want to delay a floor vote 
on the embattled official until after the 
election. The Gilligan Administration 
appointee is a former official of the 
Ohio 
AFL-CIO which traditionally 
gives strong backing to Democratic 
candidates. 
At Rhodes’ request, the Senate 
Judiciary Committee recommended 
the ouster of Stebbins early last month 
on grounds of illegal activity which 
included personal financial gain in the 
performance of his official duties. 
Ocasek said when the legislature 
adjourned its last session Sept. 17 that 
Stebbins’ removal would be decided at 
the next regular session slated to start 
Nov. 9. He said his caucus was divided 
on the matter, and wanted more time 
to study it. 
The tax incentive legislation before 
Tablack’s committee is designed to 
lure new industry into Ohio and en­ 
courage expansion of existing ones by 
permitting local governments to grant 
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relief from tangible personal property 
(equipment and inventories) and real 
estate taxes. 
One proposal would permit ex- • 
pension of an existing real estate 
exemption law (the Impacted Cities 
Act) to include tangible property, 
while others would abate both types of 
taxes in a new scheme singling out 
areas of need based on income levels in 
designated census tracts, while the 
third would let designated industries 
take investment tax credits on new 
machinery and equipment. 
Development Director Jam es A. 
Duerk told the committee that while 
taxes may not be the deciding factor 
for an industry considering an Ohio 
location, it can be, if all other things, 
such as labor costs, are equal.

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College Profs Give 
Carter Debate 
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Edge 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Jimmy 
Carter won the second campaign 
debate by a whisker over President 
Ford, in the view of five prominent 
college debate coaches. 
TTie panelists Judging the debate for 
The Associated Press used a scorecard 
that gives each contestant from one to 
five points in each of six categories. 
Two of the coaches called Carter the 
winner by two points. Two others 
picked Ford by a single point. 
The fifth judge called it a dead heat 
on the basis of points, but awarded the 
decision to Carter on a tie-breaker 
standard used for college debates. 
Prof. Melissa Maxcy Wade of Emory 
University in Atlanta scored the 
debate 21-21, but awarded the victory 
to Carter because, idle said, he brought 
up foreign policy problems of secrecy 
and morality and Ford did not dispose 
of them. 
She gave Ford an edge over Carter 
in citing evidence for arguments, but 
found that canceled by what she called 
his “blunder in suggesting Eastern 
Europe is not in the sphere of the 
Soviet Union.” 
Dr. Dorm Parson of the University of 
Kansas and Prof. William Southworth 
of the University of Edlands (Calif.), 
who each called Ford the winner of the 
first debate, picked Carter this time, 
26-23 and 20-18, respectively. 
Said Southworth: “Carter came 
across far more clearly on presenting 
the idea that Ford was not undertaking 
strong leadership and comprehensive 
foreign policy.” He also found Carter 
more confident abd less nervous than 
in the first debate, and Ford “a bit 
more choppy.” 
Parson thought Carter “was more 
forceful than Ford” and “more direct, 
more aggressive, more forceful 
compared to last time.” He also found 
“Ford more defensive than I thought 
Ford would be,” and thought Carter 
effectively argued the problem of 
secrecy throughout the clash. 
Prof. James Unger of Georgetown 
University, who assisted The AP in 
setting up the panel, gave Ford a 21-20 
edge on the basis of better analysis. He 
said Carter “failed to relate issues of 
excessive secrecy and immorality to 
the practical conduct of that foreign 
policy.” 
Unger, who had awarded the lowest 
scores in the first debate, found 
“substantial improvement by both 
speakers” this time and said “both of 
them indicated they could articulate a

CINCINNATI (AP) — In 1968, 
Stokely Carmichael was called too 
violent to belong to the Student Non­ 
violent Coordinating Committee, a 
group he once headed. 
The next year Carmichael— who 
coined the phrase “black power”— 
resigned from the Black Panthers, 
accusing its leadership of collusion 
with the white power structure. 
He moved to Guinea, but is here on a 
visit organizing his Pan African 
political movement. 
He admits he’s changed his tactics 
since the riot-torn days of the 1960s, but 
the rhetoric is still highly flammatory 
and the goal of that rhetoric is still to 
bring down the capitalist system of 
government. 
“Everything changes,” he admitted 
in a press conference Wednesday at 
the University of Cincinnati. “No man 
can remain stagnant. I have gone 
through evolutionary changes. I see 
much clearer today than in the 1960s. I 
am more knowledgeable about how to 
achieve my goals.” 
ITie goal is still the overthrow of the 
capitalist system— and the means is 
still violence. It is, however, a dif­ 
ferent kind of violence, according to 
Carmichael. 
“ It cannot be exploded spon­ 
taneously as it was in the 1960s,” he 
said. “It must be channeled along 
scientific lines. 
“We must organize the people and 
channel their energies toward the 
destruction of the capitalist ideology.”

Campaign Button 
Business Languishes 


BROADVIEW, IU. (AP) - A man 
who mints campaign buttons by the 
miUions says business has fallen off 
sharply, and he pins the blame on new 
campaign finance laws. 
Frank Sitzberger, president of 
Adcraft M anufacturing Co., said 
Wednesday that he’s turning out far 
fewer of the colorful discs this fall than 
in any recent presidential campaign. 
The problem this year is that both 
President Ford and Democratic 
challenger Jimmy Carter accepted 
tax-supported federal funding for their 
campaigns, he said in an interview. 
“They’ve only got $28.1 minion 
apiece, and they’re going to spend that 
on television, not on buttons, pam­ 
phlets or the other traditional stuff,” 
Sitzberger said. 
He said Ford and Carter have or­ 
dered one million buttons each from 
his firm, compared with the 17 miUion 
discs that were made for Richard 
Nixon’s 1972 campaign effort. 
Sitzberger believes the buttons are 
valuable because they stim ulate 
political discussions. 
“You don’t see the button, you don’t 
get the discussion and the issues don’t 
get aired,” he said. “Ifs as simple as 
that.” 
Sitzberger, whose firm has been 
making buttons since 1919, says he 
considers a few as masterpieces. 
‘“I Like Ike,’ that got him elected,” 
he said of the 1952 button for late 
President Dwight Eisenhower. ‘“AU 
The Way With L.B.J.’ (1964) was a 
great one. You can go all the way back 
to 1898 and ‘I’m for (WiUiam Jennings) 
Bryan and Free SUver.”’

PCB Fluid 
Output Halted 
By M onsanto 


ST. LOUIS (AP) — Monsanto 
Industrial Chemicals Co. will halt 
production of PCB insulating fluids 
next year because of the public’s fear 
of adverse effects from the chemical. 
Monsanto will withdraw completely 
from the market no later than Oct. 31, 
1977, said Earle H. Harbison Jr., 
general m anager of the firm ’s 
specialty chemicals division. 
Harbison said Tuesday the target 
date would have been sooner, but 
electrical transformer and capacitor 
manufacturers have said they would 
be unable to convert to other materials 
any earlier. 
Monsanto is the only manufacturer 
of PCB (polychlorinated biphenyl), a 
stable, fire-resistant chemical. 
The Environm ental Protection 
Agency has found that PCBS build up 
in the environment and are thought to 
cause reproductive failures, gastric 
disorders and skin lesions in mam­ 
mals. 
About 300 million pounds of the 
virtually indestructible chemical have 
been dumped into landfills, leaked into 
water supplies and allowed to sift into 
production sites, the EPA contends. 
EPA Administrator Russell E. Train 
praised Monsanto’s decision, terming

INDIANAPOLIS 
(AP) *- 
Re­ 
publican State Chairman Thomas S. 
Milligan scheduled a news conference 
today to announce changes in the 
state’s political patronage system. 
President Ford has signed a bill 
banning forced collection of con­ 
tributions from workers in federally- 
funded government jobs. 
Milligan said Tuesday about 4,000 of 
7,200 state patronage workers now 
contribute to the GOP. Those that don’t 
aren’t penalized in any way, he said. 
“A political party relies on people 
giving ttoeir time and money,” he said. 
“We motivate people to give based on 
the fact that if we’re ever in a position 
to help them, we will.”

NEW YORK (AP) - Two of the big 
national polls charting the presidential 
campaign have come up with sharply 
differing pictures of the race. 
The latest 
Gallup poll gives 
Democrat Jimmy Carter an 8-point 
lead, 50-42, while a Yankelovich poll, 
conducted for Time magazine, in­ 
dicates a neck-and-neck race, 43-43. 
The difference has been clouded 
somewhat by George Gallup’s an­ 
nouncement that his organization’s 
latest report was based on incomplete 
tabulations and may have to be 
revised. 
But he says any revision will be 
minor. 
Gallup also disclosed that in­ 
complete reports on two earlier polls 
underestim ated 
the 
Democratic 
candidate’s strength. He swore off 
from making any more partial reports 
between now and election day. 
“Henceforth,” he said, “we will wait 
until we have a full sample.” 
Gallup’s latest results were similar 
to those of Carter’s own pollster, 
Patrick Caddell, who said Sunday that 
his latest nationwide tally showed 
Carter leading Ford by 51 to 42 per cet. 
Gallup defended his latest figures as 
“corrert,” and defended the practice 
of reporting partial samples, saying 
pollsters with deadlines have to cut off 
the tabulations “at some point.”

A senior European diplomat said of 
Ford’s assertion, “It’s crazy. If it isn’t, 
what’s the North Atlantic alliance 
(NATO) all about?” 
During another exchange, Ford 
criticized the Democratic Congress for 
failure to disclose the names of 
companies that had participated in the 
Arab boycott against Israel and said 
he had directed the Commerce 
Department to release the names. 
“The Congress failed to do it, and we 
intend to do it,” said Ford. 
However, a Commerce Department 
spokesman said he thought the 
disclosures would be of firms that 
cooperate with the boycott in the 
future rather than the names of firms 
that had done so in the past. 
Democratic members of Congress 
quickly pointed out that the Ford 
administration vigorously opposed 
antiboycott provisions in the tax bill 
enacted this session and recently 
signed by the President. 
U.S. corporations are required by 
law to report to the Commerce 
Department any demands from Arab 
countries to participate in the boycott 
against Israel as a condition of doing 
business in the Arab world. 
When asked for his position on the 
Panama Canal, Carter said he might 
be willing to share more fully the 
responsibilities for administering the 
Canal with the Panamanian govern­ 
ment, to pay higher fees for movement 
of goods through the Canal Zone and to 
reduce the U.S. military establishment 
in the zone. 
“But I would not relinquish practical 
control of the Panama Canal Zone any 
time in the foreseeable future,” he 
added. 
The Panamanian ambassador to the 
United States reacted by saying Carter 
“has raised the price tag” for a new 
treaty between the two countries. 
“If he <Carter) is elected it would be 
up to the people and government of 
Panama to decide if they are prepared 
to pay that price. We would have liked 
President Ford to be more definite and 
precise in his own intentions,” said 
Ambassador 
Nicolas 
Gonzalez- 
Re villa. 
Ford said the United States “must 
and will maintain complete access to 
the Panama Canal.” 
On the arms limitation talks with the 
Soviets, Ford said he “met just last 
week with the foreign minister of the 
Soviet Union, and he indicated to me 
that the Soviet Union is interested in 
narrowing the differences and making 
a realistic and a sound compromise.” 
Ford added that if the two countries 


are unable to reach agreement before 
the SALT I treaty expires Oct. 3, 1977, 
“you will unleash again an allout arms 
race with the potential of a nuclear 
holocaust of unbelievable dimen­ 
sions.” 
Carter retorted that during Ford’s 
two years in the White House “there 
has been absolutely no progress made 
toward a new SALT agreement.” 
On other issues: 
—Carter accused Ford of lacking 
leadership and abdicating control over 
foreign policy to Secretary of State 
Henry A. Kissinger. On foreign policy 
matters, Carter said, Kissinger has 
been “president of this country.” 
—Ford countered that under his 
leadership “ America is strong, 
America is free, America is respected 
... America is at peace.” 
—Ford said that a year ago Carter 
“indicated he wanted to cut the 
defense budget bv $15 billion.” The 
President said his opponent has since 
talked about smaller cuts. 
—Carter said he has never ad­ 
vocated cutting $15 billion from the 
defense budget, and he accused Ford 
of making “a political football” out of 
the military appropriation. 
—Carter said Ford and Kissinger 
have excluded the American people 
from the formulation of foreign policy. 
“Every' time we’ve made a serious 
mistake in foreign affairs ifs been 
because the American people have 
been excluded from the process,” he 
said. 
—Asked what he would do in the 
event of another oil embargo, Carter 
said, “I would consider that not a 
military but an economic declaration 
of war. And I would respond instantly 
and in kind. I would not ship that Arab 
country anything: no weapons, no 
spare parts for weapons, no oil drilling 
rigs, no oil pipe, no nothing.”

Fees D istributed 
State Auditor Thomas E. Ferguson’s 
office reported the third advance 
distribution of 1976 state motor vehicle 
registration fees totaling $4,581,877 to 
Ohio counties, cities, townships and 
villages today. Pickaway County 
received $702.18. 
Of the amount, $722,008 went to 60 
counties and-or their municipalities 
that imposed an additional $5 levy on 
each set of license plates sold in 1976. 
Tile counties received 47 per cent of 
the remainder, or $1,814,138.43, while 
the municipalities shared 34 per cent, 
or $1,312,355.46, on the basis of vehicle 
count. 
Under the complicated formula by 
which motor vehicle license money is 
apportioned to the local political 
subdivisions the counties received 
most of the funds, Ferguson said. 
The distribution of license fees is 
based on a formula involving the 
number of motor vehicles registered 
within a county or municipality, 
number of miles and townships withal 
a county and a big county-small county 
equalization factor. 
The other $733,375.11 was distributed 
to the counties and townships on a nine 
per cent county road mileage basis, a 
five per cent county equalization 
factor and a five per cent township 
road mileage basis. 
Ferguson said under these three 
formulas 
the 
counties 
shared 
$347,388.21 on the nine per cent basis 
and $192,993.45 (each county receiving 
$2,218.32) in five per cent equalization 
funds. The 1,320 townships shared in a 
total of $192,993.45 based on the 
number of road miles within their 
borders.

time convincing Polish , Czech or 
Hungarian-Americans that their

Ford said he thought he had done all 
right in the debate, said he had been 
specific and Carter had dealt in 
generalities. 
It was a point Ford raised repeatedly 
during the debate, saying that Carter 
spoke generalities and lacked in­ 
formation. 
Carter’s basic theme, in the debate 
as on the campaign trail, was that 
Ford has failed as a leader, and that 
administration policy has spumed 
morality and the principles of 
American democracy. 
Even when he seemed in general 
agreement with Ford, Carter pressed 
the attack. Both candidates said they 
would move for normalization of rela­ 
tions with China, but without yielding 
the independence and freedom of 
Taiwan. Carter said, however, that 
Ford had “pretty well ... frittered 
away” a great opportunity to improve 
ties with Peking. 
Ford said the United States must and 
will maintain full access to the 
Panama Canal. Carter said he would 
not relinquish practical control of the 
Panama Canal Zone in the foreseeable 
future — but would continue ne­ 
gotiations with Panama. 
When Ford spoke of possible 
progress toward a SALT agreement, 
Carter acidly remarked that the 
President apparently had just learned 
that the current accord will expire in a 
year. “Mr. Ford acts like he’s running 
for president for the first time,” Carter 
said. And, in fact, he is. 
By the time the debaters got to the 
Arab boycott, there seemed to be some 
hyperbole on both sides. Carter said 
the administration had proceeded 
disgracefully, and was permitting 
foreign nations to circumvent the Bill 
of Rights. 
Ford then claimed credit for 
legislation to deny tax advantages to 
countries that have cooperated with 
the 
boycott, 
although the 
ad­ 
ministration actually opposed the 
measure as too restrictive. He also 
said the administration had pressed 
for legislation to take strong and ef­ 
fective action against companies that 
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cooperate with the boycott. Legislation 
to penalize such companies was 
shelved 
at 
the 
insistence 
of 
a 
Republican senator acting in behalf of 
the administration. 
Of such items are debate points 
scored. But in a televised political 
debate, style may, after all, be the 
major point. And Carter changed his. 
“I think in the first debate I deferred 
too much to him because he was 
President,” Carter said. This time, 
Carter deferred to Ford not at all.
